The airline said the purser 
aboard the DC3 was Amando Can- 
tillo, son of Maj.-Gen. Eulogio 
Cantillo, commander.of Cuban 
army forces fighting Fidel Cas- 
tro’s rebels in Oriente Province.

LONDON—A party of British aerial adventurers 
—three men and a woman—are to try to cross the At- 
lantic Ocean next month in a free-flying balloon pro- 
pelled only by the prevailing east-west winds. 


The father-and-son, husband- 
and-wife, combining skills in me- 
chanics, aeronautics and navi- 
gation, plan to leave Liverpool 
for the Canary Islands by con- 
ventional transportation Dec. 1, 
and then go aloft in their balloon 
from Tenerife in the Canaries 
when weather conditions permit. 


If their preparations prove ade- 
quate and their calculations true, 
they will ease their craft, ““The 
Small World,” down in the West 
Indies within eight days to three 
weeks from their departure. They 
will then have been the first 
persons ever to have crossed the 
Atlantic in a “free” balloon.

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Democrats’ Victory 
Exceeds Predictions 


Democrats today are rejoicing in a 


victory which exceeds their fondest ex- 
pectations and National Chairman Paul 
Butler’s most ebullient claims. 


In both Senate and House the party 
piled up triumphs unheralded and un- 
suspected. 

And Alaska’s contributions are yet 
ahead. 

The over-all meaning is that candi- 
dates of a liberal trend won. This is 
true in New York State where the GOP 
scored an unusual triumph. A candidate 
whom the President would view as “a 
spender” was elected there after dis- 
avowing the type campaign made by 
President Eisenhower and Vice Pres- 
ident Nixon. Nelson Rockefeller’s plat- 
form, for example, called for extending 
unemployment insurance to businesses 
employing one person. He also favored 
putting the state into the home-building 
business—for persons of medium income. 
There is considerable truth in the charge 
that Rockefeller ran more as a Demo- 
crat than a Republican. 

He rode the tide which brought Demo- 
crats into dominant control of both the 
House and the Senate. 

In his Wednesday press conference 
the President spoke out against spend- 
ing and devaluing the dollar. This is 
proper. But he should have pointed out 
that he has been the greatest spender in 
peacetime and that his budget is the 
largest. He would have done a service 
by telling the people the truth—namely 
that big budgets are a part of the busi- 
ness of survival without a shooting war. 
But he is certainly right in declaring 
that inflation is the ever-present danger. 

x * * 

Why did the Republicans lose? 

Obviously because they didn’t satisfy 
majority wishes. They formed, in es- 
sence, a big business government in that 
by and large those who administered it 
had the philosophy of big business. 

The GOP administration, despite in- 
tegrity and good will of the President, 
has provided little vision or leadership. 
It has been indecisive, uncertain and 
hesitant. The people had lost confidence 
in it. 

The new Congress will be more ener- 
getic in behalf of social legislation, civil 
rights and support of the Supreme Court 
in the desegregation of schools. 

But it will not be radical nor more 
socialistic than past Congresses. 

There is bipartisan jubilation, by both 
Democrats and Eisenhower Republicans, 
on the defeats of Old Guard Sen. John 
Bricker of Ohio; Indiana’s William Jen- 
ner and his would-be successor; West 
Virginia’s Chapman Revercomb and 
Utah’s Watkins. The Republican Party 
will never look the same. Nor will the 
GOP-South coalition. 

There is little sadness attached to 
the defeat of California’s Sen. William 
Knowland, a strong man with wrong 
ideas. 

There is great interest attached to the 
Rockefeller victory and the indirect 
Richard M. Nixon defeat. Will Rocke- 
feller grow in the public mind as the 
one Republican who can win in 1960? 
He may. 

Meanwhile, victory brings greater re- 
sponsibility to Sen. Lyndon Johnson and 
Rep. Sam Rayburn, Democratic Party 
leaders.

A Trillion Dollars Is 
Quite a Bit of Dough 


How much is a trillion dollars? 

It amounts to one thousand billion 
dollars and that’s a lot of dough. This is 
the amount which the Federal Reserve 
Board in its 1958 Survey of Consumer Fi- 
nances plus other investments and tan- 
gible possessions of individuals credits to 
the American people. 

The board valued financial assets of 
consumers at upward of 625 billion dol- 
lars and listed other investments and pos- 
sessions with an indicated value of at 
least 550 billions. 

About two-fifths of the total—250 
billions—is in corporate stock. Another 
125 billions is held in life insurance sav- 
ings and debt obligations in federal, 


state and local bonds. Quite apart from 
this is the face amount of protection in 
life insurance, currently placed at 490 
billions. . 

The remaining two-fifths of financial 
assets, adding up to 250 billion dollars, 
is in the form of liquid assets consist- 


farm plant, plus inventories, is valued at 
170 billions. 

These figures give a brief picture of 
an economic giant, with savings and in- 
vestments in relation to debt remaining 
on the comfortable side. And this power- 
ful giant still is growing.

Georgia Voters Protest 
Political Boondoggles 


Thoughtful Georgia voters showed 
themselves in no mood Tuesday to give 
politicians authority to levy new taxes. 
They saw through an obvious effort by 
certain local officials to shift responsi- 
bility for pension and retirement plans 
for said officials to the state’s taxpayers. 


In effect this would have been the re- 
sult of approval of constitutional amend- 
ments authorizing levying of such taxes 
for peace officers and ordinaries. 


Seven other amendments of doubt- 
ful value which also could have cost 
considerable money apparently also have 
been rejected. 


Again showing their interest in and 
belief in education, voters approved 
amendments which would permit grant- 
ing of scholarships to worthy college 
students and prospective teachers. The 
proposal to authorize scholarships for 
physicians and other personnel in the 
psychiatric field seems headed for ap- 
proval. 

Results of balloting on the amend- 
ments can be taken in large measure as 
a protest against abuses of fiscal power 
by officials in general. Widespread waste, 
indiscriminate spending and evidences of 
corruption with no thought of the sac- 
rifices of those who foot the bills have 
disgusted all citizens. 

The mood of Georgia taxpayers seems 
to be to support those programs which 
are essential to the state’s progress but 
to call a halt to those of dubious value 
and to others which are politically in- 
spired.

Much of Farm Future 
Depends on Research 


The changing face of Georgia agri- 
culture is mirrored vividly in a recent 
edition of the state’s Market Bulletin. 


Two graphs show how extensive the 
trend toward diversification has been 
during the past 30 years. Cotton and cot- 
ton seed in 1927 accounted for 58.5 per 
cent of farm income. Now the figure has 
shrunk to 10.6 per cent. Row crops as a 
whole are down from 83.7 per cent to 41.2 
per cent. 


Amazing increases, however, were re- 
corded in livestock and livestock products 
and in poultry. Sizable gains also were 
made in forestry and dairying. 


As a whole, the figures show Georgia 
farmers have made significant progress 
in diversifying their efforts. Even so, the 
agricultural picture is not nearly so 
bright as it should be in relation to the 
total economy. 


In the absence of a sound approach to 
a national farm policy, science holds the 
greatest promise of providing the key to 
a better future for agriculture. More fi- 
nancial support from both the government 
and farmers themselves must be devoted 
to research aimed at finding ways to cut 
production costs and to discover new 
uses for products. 


Laboratories and experiment stations, 
if provided the means and a sufficient 
number of talented researchers, could 
come up with the answers to many of the 
problems plaguing farmers.

He Recalls Sending 


Cottonseed to Spain 

Decatur—Ralph McGill's article 
Oct. 29 was of especial interest to 
me because I had a small part 
in the foundation of the cotton- 
growing industry in Spain. 

About 35 years ago, when I was 
living in New Orleans, I met 
Walter J. Browning, who was gen- 
eral manager of the great Rio 
Tinto copper mines in Spain, near 
the city of Andalusia. He told me 
he thought cotton would grow 
there and asked me to send him 
a bushel of cottonseed, which I 
did. 
At the end of the season he 
wrote me the cotton had not done 
so well because the weather and 
rains were not right, but he 
wanted to try again; so I then 
sent him two bushels of seed. The 
second shipment was Georgia 
seed. That was planted and did 
well. 

Mr. Browning sent me a stalk of 
the cotton showing its fruiting. 
This, he told me, was the first 
cotton grown in Spain and he 
said a number of Egyptian cot- 
ton growers became interested in 
the results and went to Spain to 
investigate the possibilities of 
growing cotton there.

To assess the fear with which 
the Soviet dictatorship views the 
Pasternak novel, it. is 
to realize that “‘Doctor Zhivago” 
is gentle and muted criticism 
compared with the slashing in- 
dictments of aspects of American 
society in the works of such U. S. 
writers in the ‘twenties and ’thir- 
ties as Upton Sinclair, John Dos 
Passos and John Steinbeck. 

“Doctor Zhivago” is not anti- 
revolutionary; it is pro-revolution- 
ary. It is anti-Czarist and it is 
not pro-capitalist. It does not at- 
tack the aims of communism, but 
some of its methods. It speaks 
for intellectual integrity and hu- 
man freedom. 

And the Kremlin finds it not 
only unsafe for the Russians to 


’ read it, but unsafe for them to 


view Pasternak with anything but 
loathing—if the Kremlin can put 
it over. 

What do the Soviets fear from 
Pasternak and his example of

goes unchastened, unsmeared and 
unpunished, too many other writ- 
ers and intellectuals will assert 
similar freedom.

“I hadn’t noticed it,” I said.

The solicitor said he was re 
questing this action because both 
the state and defense had witness- 
es under subpoena and he did not 
wish the trial of the case to be 
delayed because the new indict- 
ment was not on the trial 
calendar. 


Williams’ attorney, Willia m | 
Hall, offered no objection, al-| 
though he pointed out that there 
was not now five days remain- | 
ing before the trial during which | 
he could legally issue subpoenas | 
for documentary evidence. Hall 
added, however, he thought this 
could be worked out. 


The indictment placed on the 
calendar for trial is one which 
spells out for the first time that 
the revenue commissioner is 
charged with converting to his 
own use some $47,000 of an illegal 
liquor campaign fund entrusted 
to him by liquor dealers. Neither 
of two earlier indictments direct- 
ly mentioned the fund. 

Judge Pye said Monday in post- 
poning the case for a week that 
due to the number of witnesses 
involved, the court would have 
to hold both day and night ses- 
sions to complete the case by 
Thanksgiving or Christmas.

' Are Market’s Best 


Prices of beef continue to be at a steady level 
with little change expected in coming months. The 
best beef offerings are the featured cuts offered by 


the different stores. 


Pork prices declined slightly 


from last week as hog marketings increased season- 


ally. 

The expected increase in pork 
supplies during the coming 
months may be one of the 


brightest spots of the meat pic- 
ture. Sliced bacon is showing a 
price drop and pork sausage is 
also wearing attractive price 
tags. 

An adequate supply of broil- 
ers is available and at rea- 
sonable prices. Hens are an im- 
portant protein buy due to their 
steady prices. Turkey offerings 
will be heavy from now until 
January °59. 


Apples are rolling into the 
markets wearing low price 
tags. A good selection of both 
cooking and eating varieties 
is available. Cranberries of 
fine quality and fair prices are 
in almost every market, accord- 
ing to Betty Alexander, Exten- 
sion consumer information spe- 
cialist. Banana supplies remain 
at steady prices. 


The U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture estimates that supplies 
of vegetables for fresh market 
sale this fall will be slightly 
larger than last fall and slight- 
ly above average. Cabbage ac- 
counts for much of the increase 
over last year. Production of 


sweet corn and cauliflower also 
is substantially above last 
fall. Broccoli production also is 
larger. As for canned vegeta- 
bles, prospects are that supplies 
will be a little larger than last 
year into mid-1959, with the 


greatest increases in snap 
beans, tomatoes and sauer- 
kraut. 


A heavy supply of green 
beans is still available. Frozen 
vegetable supplies are gen- 
erally somewhat smaller than 
a year ago. Potato sup- 
plies are expected to be in- 
creased considerably this year 
and into the spring.

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Uruguayan Studies 
So Vickie Can Get Well 


By ELIZABETH MORGAN 

So that five-year-old Vickie 
Lynn Clark may get well, Miss 
Nellie Golarz does research at 
Emory University. 

Blond, gray-eyed Vickie has 
muscular dystrophy, a chronic 
disease which slowly wastes 
away important muscles. Pret- 
ty, petite Miss Golarz studies 
the tissues and enzymes of dis- 
eased muscles to find out how 
muscular dystrophy attacks. 


Vickie is this year’s poster 
girl for the local fund cam- 
paign. The campaign will be 
held Nov. 16-29, and a house-to- 
house canvass will he made 
Nov. 16-22. 


The 24-year-old Miss Golarz 
came to Atlanta from her home 
in Montevideo, Uruguay, eight 
months ago. Directed by Dr. 
Geoffrey Bourne, head of the 
anatomy department at Emory, 
the young researcher is collect- 
ing enough evidence from 
enough pieces of muscle to 
prove Dr. Bourne’s observa- 
tions. 


MUSCLE SAMPLES 


Small muscle samples or 
biopsies, about %-inch square, 
are taken under local anesthetic 
from the forearms of volunteers. 
Members of the local muscular 
dystrophy chapter volunteer — 
there are 125 patients in this 
area. And three healthy dental 
and medical students at Emory 
have given samples so that dis- 
eased and healthy muscle tis- 
sue can be compared. 


The British professor started 
this research in England, 
came here a year ago and now 
administers a $10,000 annual 
grant from the National Muscu- 
lar Dystrophy Assns. “I know 
Nellie’s boss at the University 
of Montevideo,” Dr. Bourne ex- 
plained. “When I visited him 
three years ago, I saw some- 
thing of her work and later in- 
vited her to come to Emory.” 


She takes gn extracurricular 
interest in the patients and at- 
tends meetings of the Fulton- 
DeKalb muscular dystrophy 
chapter. She and Vickie are old 
friends. 


JACK, 9, HELPS 


Vickie, according to her 
mother, Mrs. Jack Clark, is 
not much trouble to take care 
of. “It’s hard,”’ added the moth- 
er, “her being so heavy, but we 
take her everywhere.”’ Brother 
Jack, aged nine, spoke proud- 
ly, “I usually take care of her.” 


Miss Golarz has master’s 
training in anatomy and is 
working on her Ph.D. here. She 
even has a title—research as- 
sociate in muscular dystrophy. 
“It will take three or four years 
to get my degree,” explained 
the student with a shy, dimpled 
smile. “I am on official mis- 
sion from my university, and I 
want to go back and work 
there.”

when asked why she got into 
anatomy research. “I started 
out in medical school, but I 
couldn’t finish because I was 
sick.” So the small, slender stu- 
dent turned to anatomy. ““‘When 
a little girl,”” she continued, “‘it 
was during the war and my 
thought was to go and help 
people.” And that, she decided, 
is how her ambition turned to 
medicine. 


FATHER IS SAD 
According to Miss Golarz, her 


father, a carpenter, “is very 
sad. He miss me very much, 
but he thought it would be good 
for me to come to Atlanta. He 
came to Uruguay from Poland 30 
years ago and he thought it 
would be all right for me to 
travel, too.” 


When Miss Golarz set foot on 
Atlanta soil, she knew two Eng- 
lish words: “‘Dr. Bourne.’’ Now 
she gets along fine but gropes 
for simple English words to ex- 
plain the complicated work that 
she does. 


Dr. Bourne filled in for her: 
“The connective tissue which 
holds muscle fibers together 
contains enzymes that somehow 


become changed in muscular 
dystrophy. The enzymes are 
complex chemica: substances 
which normally speed up the 
conversion of energy food com- 
pounds to use in the muscles. 
In this disease, the enzymes 
break down the energy com- 
pounds and the muscles literal- 
ly starve.” 


ENZYME PRODUCTS 
By studying the enzyme prod- 


ucts, the Emory scientists hope | 


to find the offending enzymes. 
Once found, more research can 
discover how to stop their dev- 
astating work. 


And that’s where Vickie 
comes in. As this year’s poster 
girl, she is a symbol of the 
patients who will benefit some 
day from the basic research by 
scientists Bourne and Golarz, 
as well as other workers all 
over the country. Two thirds of 
the 200,000 patients in the Unit- 
ed States are children.

The Next Step Is Important---Check It 


The third step, taken with the right foot in four-step footwork, 

is a highly important one. If it’s properly executed, there'll be a 

natural tendency for the swing to remain grooved close to the body.

in slow motion, without a ball. 
Check your foot position at the 
third step. Is it straight ahead, 
in line? The ball, as shown in 
today’s sketch, remains in an 
arc, with the arm never leaving 
its groove close to the body. 
Head, shoulders and hips are in 
balance and the entire body re- 
laxed. The weight of the swing- 
ing ball has pulled the body 
down, from the shoulders. It is 
comfortably low and ready for 
the finishing step-slide. 

The final slide is made with 
the left leg bent at the knee. The 
leg braces on the foot, so that 
the swinging ball catches up with 


the body. The arm swings into a 
follow-through that assures ball control through the point of release. 


Returning to the third step, be sure that it’s in a straight line 
running from the starting position to the point at which it will 


finish at the foul line. Since the weight of the ball has a tendency
